Moyer, president of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, admitted to bail in 
the sum of $25,000. It was announced 
that the bonds would be ready. Cash 
bail may be given. The trial of George 
A. Pettibone, one of the alleged con- 
spirators was set for Tuesday, Octo-. 
ber l. No application tor bond was 
made in behalf of Pettibone the confer- 
ence of counsel having been fruitless 
in this respect. Haywood expects to 
leave for Denver on Thursday. Moyer 
may leave Wednesday if there is no 
hitch in the bail proceedings. 


Strenuous efforts were made to se- 


cure the consent of the state's attor- 
neys to the release of Pettibone, but 
without avail. When Moyer and Pet- 
tibone were brought into court the 
latter's wife was present and broke 
down and cried when the order was 
made releasing Moyer and holding her 
husband. 
It is said that Pettibone 


may be taken back to the Canyon 
county jail at Caldwell until the time 
for his trial arrives. The case and the 
prisoner^ were brought to Boise six 
months ago on a change of venue from 
Canyon to Ada county. 


Attorney Darrow of Chicago made 


the formal application for Moyer's re- 
lease, and no word of objection was 
Interposed by Senator Borah, repre- 
senting the state. When it came to' 
fixing the 
amount, Senator Borah 


named $25,000. ."That is reasonable 
and suits ns," said -Mr. Darrow. 


Judge Wood said he would personal- 


ly appfovb-fhe'Wna "and would make 
It continuing so Moyer could remain at 
his home in Colorado until wanted. 
As to Pettibone, Mr. Darrow urged 
that the earliest possible date be fixed 
for his trial. The next term of court 
begins Sept. 4, and Judge Wood said 
he would like to clear the calendar as 
much as possible before going into an 
extended trial. Oct. 1 was then set as 
a date agreeable to all concerned. 


Bond for Moyer is to be given in an 


unique way, suggested by Attorney 
Peter Breen of Butte, Mont., who has 
been associated with the defense. The 
Butte Local of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners is the richest in the or- 
ganization, and Mr. Breen said carries 
a deposit of from $100,000 to $140,000 
constantly in the bank. Arrangements 
•were made by wire by Mr. Breen to 
have the Butte Union make $25,000 
subject to draft by the First National 
bank of Boise. 
Some officer of the 


Boise bank will sign the bail bond as 
surety. A telegram to Mr. Breen said 
the arrangements at Butte had been 
completed. 


"We were offered personal bond "in 


several times the amount desired here 
in Boise," said Mr. Breen, "but we 
preferred not to impose upon any of 
our friends to that extent when the 
Butte union has such a large surplus 
and was anxious for the honor of 
showing its confidence in the presi- 
dent of the federation."

B. Foraker came to the front with a 
lengthy letter addressed to one of the 
members of the committee, protesting 
against any indorsement of a presiden- 
tial candidate by the committee. la 
his letter he assigns 
bis reasons, 


among them the belief that it is too 
early for such action, that last Repub- 
lican conve-'ion opposed it; that there 
might yet I a another Ohio candidate; 
that Secretary of War Taft, Governor 
Harris, Congressman Burton and ex- 
Governor Herrick are not considered 
by him in line with the party on the 
tariff. 


The letter introduces the subject in 


the following language: 
"Hon. C. B. McCoy, Coshocton, O.: 


"Dear Sir—I learn from the news- 


papers and otherwise that a resolu- 
tion is likely to be offered at the next 
meeting of the state central commit- 
tee, to be held in Columbus July 30. 
indorsing Secretary Taft as Ohio's 
candidate for the presidency, and I 
have seen it stated that a resolution 
is likely also to be offered indorsing 
me as a candidate to be my own suc- 
cessor in the senate of the "United 
States, and in the papers is published) 
what purports to be an authorized In- 
terview with Governor Harris, favor- 
ing this proposed action in Indorsing 
Secretary Taft and expressing friend- 
ship and good will for myself with re- 
spect to a continuation of my publla 
services, but disclaiming a desire to 
be himself indorsed as his own succe»- 
sor in the governor's office. 


"In this same interview he an- 


nounces, as - he" has heretofore-'an- 
nounced, that he la In favor of a re- 
vision of the tariff. Inasmuch as yoti 
are a member of the state central com- 
mittee, I take the liberty of addressing 
you, and through you the whole com- 
mittee and all the Republican voters 
of Ohio, upon the questions so brought 
to our attention. 


"The present state central commit- 


tee, composed of only 21 members, one 
from each congressional district, were 
chosen by that convention. They were 
not selected with reference to presi- 
dential preferences. They were chosen 
to be simply the machinery of the par- 
ty, representing its organization and 
empowered to call the next convention 
and to transact such duties as the last 
convention and the statutes of the 
state have imposed upon them. 
The 


selection of a candidate for the presi- 
dency is not one of these duties. Their 
action in now indorsing a candidate 
for the presidency would not, there- 
fore, as Governor Harris well says, be 
binding upon anybody, not even them- 
selves, but it would be wholly outside 
of their jurisdiction and unauthorized.

In fact, there would be 
much less excuse for a committee ot 
21 members not chosen with reference 
to presidential preferences, to settle a 
question of that character, than there 
would have been for a convention, 
composed of SOO or 900 representative 
Republicans, and such action by the 
committee would be entitled to corre- 
spondingly less credit and respect.

Martin Luther Tyrer was born in 


1848 in Wittenberg, Germany, and 
came to America in 1856. He was a 
cigar maker by trade and worked at 
it for many years. 


In about 1870 he entered into the 


manufacturing of fine cigars 
with 


the late Monc M. Miller Slid the firm 
was highly successful for years, mak- 
ing brands that were the most pop- 
ular in the country. 
They occupied 


the rooms for the factory of the third 
floor of the building that was known 
for years as Patton's corner, and it 
still stands at 
the corner 
of West 


Main and West Park Place. 


This business was discontinued in 


about the year 1881, and since then 
Mr. Tyrer engaged 
in business for 


himself, and at the time of his death 
was connected with the cigar manu- 
facturing establishment of Mr. Fred 
Burrel. 
He was a pioneer in the ci- 


gar business of Newark, and a mem- 
ber of the Cigar Makers' union. 


Mr. Tyrer was an 
accomplished 


gentleman, being a prince of enter- 
tainers. He was a fine musician, be- 
ing 
a contemporary of Mr. George 


Trost, Mr. George Beichel, Mr. John 
Vogel, Mr. Samuel Brooks 
and Mr. 


John Evers. They in that day, de- 
lighted thousands with their music, 
all of the above mentioned musicians 
having passed to their final reward 
years ago. 


1 Mr. Tyrer was a great student of 


the classics and it was one of his hap- 
piest moments when surrounded by a 
circle of appreciative friends that he 
could entertain them with selections 
from his favorite outhors. 


He was prominent in the K. of P 


lodge, and was, at the time of

death, the oldest

Chancellor 


Commander in Licking county. 
He 


joined the Knights 
of Pythias No- 


•vember 18, 1869. 


It was in the work of the lodge 


that he particularly sftone, 
and in 


this work in which for years he took 
the leading part, »he will be sorely 
missed. 


Being possessed of fine presence^ a 


sonorous voice, and natural dramatic 
ability, he could do the character of 
Pythagoras, which he assumed in the 
rank work of the lodge with great 
effect, and his reputation for ability 
in this line was known all over 
the 


state. 


There survive him his wife, and 


two sons, Clarence A. and Martin Al- 
bert Tyrer. 
Michael Tyrer, a brother 


and Mrs. Catherine Simpson, a sister, 
all of this city, also survive. 


The funeral will take place from 


the residence, 9 Morris street, at 3 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, and be 
under the auspices of the Knights of 
Pythias, and Rev. Mr. Weisecke of 
the German Lutheran church will of- 
ficiate.

SOCIAL UNREST 


AND ITS CURE 


Under Discussion by Eminent Lec- 


turers at Chautauqua. 


PLENTY OF LAWS AT PRESENT 


Political Conditions Changed and Sit- 


uation Must Be Accepted—Party Or- 
ganization and Political Parties Nec- 
essary — The 
People Themselvet 


Brought About Change. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., July 30. — In a 


general public discussion of the topic 
of "Social Unrest" some of the promi- 
nent men of the country expressed 
their views, among them Speaker 
James W. Wadsworth, Jr., of the New 
York State general assembly, who in 
the course of his address on the re- 
lation of politics to the general 
topic under discussion, said that 
in recent years a vast change had 
taken place in political conditions, 
and more particularly in political 
methods. The people themselves had 
brought this about, demanding that 
the government be clean and efficient 
and that political organizations be the 
same. 


Mr. Wadsworth held that party or- 


ganization and political leaders were 
necessary, and no settled policy of 
government could be carried out with- 
out them. 


The existence of this unrest, Mr. 


Wadsworth held, could not be pre- 
vented. "We must recognize it, meet 
and cure it," said he "Legislation is 
not a complete remedy The thought- 
less agitator seems to think that laws, 
laws, nothing but laws, will cure every 
evil, and so we grind them out uy the 
hundreds every year 
Pretty soon a 


reaction will set in and we will hear 
the complaining cry, 'It's a terrible 
death to be governed to death.' In 
my judgment we have laws enough. A 
little m6re content should be preached 
and a little less discontent."

Chicago, July 30—With 
the an- 


nouncement that the break in the 
Colorado river lias been closed and 
the Imperial valley saved ends, for 
the 'time being, at least, the most he- 
roic battle ever fought by Man with 
Nature/ The reward was nothing less 
than the homes of 10,000 people and 
five millions of 'dojlars. Man,"in the 
guise of a corporation, has triumphed 
and the river, 
ages old, 
has been 


forced :back into the channel from 
which it threatened^ to engulf farm, 
town and railroad. That hero of the 
Crusades who cast 
his helmet into 


midst of the Saracen ' hordes 
and 


swept them before the red Cross was 
not more bold than the prosaic engi- 
neers who undertook 
to curb 
the 


Colorado. 
In this attempt there was 


only one precedent—failure. 


.Nevertheless, President Roosevelt's 


summons 
of last 
December 
was 


promptly answered. 
On the 20th of 


that month Mr. Roosevelt telegraph- 
ed to Mr. Harriman: "It seems clear 
to me that it is the imperative duty 
of the California Development Com- 
pany to close this 
break at once." 


"This break" was a gap a fifth of a 
mile long through which the river, at 
a depth of 30 feet was rushing into 
the Salton sink. 
Imagine an enor- 


mous teacup with 
a river flowing 


about its rim and you have the sit- 
uation clearly outlined. To irrigate 
the wonderfully rich loam of the cup, 
the river had been recklessly tapped. 
From an irrigation canal, its waters 
became a raging torrent that only al- 
most superhuman effort 
could con- 


trol.- Now the declaration that the 
river, has been forced back ia-to its 
banks and that "affairs at. the river 
have been turned back to the Califor- 
nia Association," marks the triumph 
of the Harriman engineers. 


Against, a flow of water that had 


resisted 
every effort 
to control it, 


the Southern Pacific titans in 15 days 
and two hours erected a dam contain- 
ing 77,000 cubic yards of rock, gravel 
and clay.

touches, because the Colorado has 
been "controlled" before this, only to 
break its bonds. Now there is a 60 
foot darn four feet above the highest 
known-water, and the settlers 
who 


discovered that the

Sink" 


was an out-of-door paradise tor the 
almost magical growing of fruits and 
vegetables have

to their 


homesteads in secure faith that

river, their greatest enemy, has been 
finally conquered.
